London, Oct 6.— The Dally Telo 
grapli's Cbe Foo coiTMpondent sayn 
that on September 24-36 the Japenpt>e 
made rppt-ated and rocklcssly bravo 
attempts to capture High Hill at Port 
Arthur. Owing to the destruction of 
o^hworks their advance waa com- 
pletelr anprotectad aad under the rays 
of the learehli^t the Russian ma- 
chine guns swept them down in 
masscB. 

"More troops, however, onire oi 
with fanatical bravery," flu- corre- 
spondent adds, "leapioK over the bod- 
ies of their dead comrades. Then the 
EuKpfans, emboldened by their suc- 
ccRR. Rortied. The Japanese replied 
■with machine guns. It was the first 
time the Japanese had beor) able to 
entice the Russians from their shel- 
ters and they worked terrible havoc 
among them. 

"The scrno ne\t morniiip was ap- 
palllnp:. Tlic hillside was strewn with 
niaiifzled Russian and Japanese boil- 
les, some of them gripped with gbas;- 
ly realism. Boulders ware trickling 
with bkMd. 

"A brief message was received to- 
day It is on torn paper, in Chinese, 
and signed by Gen. Stoessel. It states 
that all had been quiet since Septem- 
ber 25 and that the Japanese again 
had asked for and were refused a 
trace to bury their dead.

Each of the Powers Slgfuatory to the 

Ilapup Coiiveiitioii Will He Form- 
ally Ketiuested tu Act. 



The Meat Intense Applau& That Has 
Been Evoked Thus Far in the In- 
ternational Congress Greeted 
Baba Bharati* a Hindoo. 

Boston, Oct 6. — Resolutions intend- 
ed to bring about, if possible, an end 
to the Russo-Japanese war were adopt- 
ed at the meeting of the International 
Peace congress. By the terms of these 
reaolutlons the co ng re s s will address 
ail appeal to t.he emperors of Russia 
and Japan to terminate the struggle, 
and fach of the powers signatory to 
The Hagtie convention will be form- 
ally requested to press upon Russia 
and Japan the importance of putting 
an end to the present war. 

It. was also voted that the resolu- 
tions referring to friendly interven- 
tion by I hi- powers be presented to 
Pr<'sident Roosevelt by a committee 
of the congress. 

The resolutions were passed after a 
lengthy discussion in which many of 
the most prominent foreign delegate.^ 
participated. 

During the discussion Delegate 
William R. Cremer, of England, took 
occasion, while favoring the declara- 
tions, to characterize the treaty be- 
tween England and Japan as a blun- 
der, and to charge that this tr«aty 
doubtless had much lo do in bringing 
on the Russo-Jai'iitK se war. There- 
upon Great Britain's policy of being a 
party to the treaty waa vigorously de- 
fended by Col. BryCe Jones, M. P. 

The deliberative proceedings of thr- 
day l(K>k on an added interest from 
the fact that a leading Hindoo. Baba 
Bharati, waa introduced to speak ar 
the representative of his country. The 
most intense applause that has ever 
been evoked thus far during the con- 
vention greeted the Hindoo, who. 
dressed in the costume of his people, 
delivered a passionate speech, in ex- 
cellent English, denouncing on the 
one hand the attempt of Christianity 
to thrust Christianity upon India as 
its religion, and the policy of the Eng- 
lish people of India of invailiiiK Tliiltet. 

It was voted during the session to 
refer the subject of a reconciliation of 
France and Germany on the Alsace- 
Loraine qyestion to the Berne bureau 
for study by a special committee. 

r.'irt of the phraseology of the cable- 
gram prepared to be sent to Andrew 
Carnegie was objected to by a dele- 
gate from New York and It was Anally 
rewritten so that Mr. Carnegie was 
hailed as an earnest worker for the 
world's better political order instead 
of a worker for the world's "Just and 
rational organization." 

Three public meetings under the au- 
spices of the congress were held Wed- 
Aesday night. One was for working- 
men in Paneuil hall, where the prin- 
cipal speaker was Samuel Gompers, 
the president of the American Feili ra- 
tlon of Labor. At Park Street church 
a meeting was held by the women 
delegates to the congress. The duties 
of women in the peace cause was con- 
sidered by f-everal speakers, chief 
among them being Baroness von Sutt- 
ner, of Austria.

"We are spending more money now 
on our navy than any other country 
in the world, except England; a third 
more on our army than Austria-Hun- 
gary, with nearly 400.000 men under 
arms, and twii^e as much as Japan in 
time of peace, and more on army, navy 
and penaiona than ia apent fur tlie 
aame purposes by any of the over- 
. loaded military powers of continental 
Europe without exception. Our navy 
ia costing ua $98,000,000 this year. 
France, hitherto the aecond naTal 
power in the world, ia spending $61,- 
000,000 on hers, and Germany, under 
your illuatrioua counterpart, tha EBi> 
peror, $j0,O00.000. On its farp, our ac- 
tivity looks as if we were pn p.ii ing for 
certain war. 

"We are building thirteen battle- 
ahlps to England's ten, Germany's aer- 
en and France's six, and thii to^n great 
armored cruisers, practically battle- 
ships, to England's alxteen, France's 
si.\ and Gormany's two. Wo are Jii.st 
finishing half a dozen smaller cruisera. 
W« hara mora flrit^taaa battleships 
already built than any otli^r country 
in the world except England, and the 
English editor of Braaaey's Naval An- 
nual saya that In ten yeara at the pres- 
ent rate wo shall displace Great Brit- 
ain as tho tirst naval powt r of the 
globe. Yet you keep prodding us on. 
How much do you want? Fifty years 
ago our navy ronsl.-itod of a few wood- 
en frigataa, and our peaceful merchant 
lleeta covered tb« aeaa. To-day we have 
over 600.000 tons of stool battleships 
and cruisers, and our merchant marine 
in the foreign trade has shrunk until 
it is hardly larger than the navy that 
is supposed to protect It." 

"I am not speal<i!i'4 'd D'^moerats— 
this if not a party matter. Your 
achemea are peraonal, not partisan. 
Your hf)a.s»ed .\merioani.-m is really 
Europeanism. It is the very antithciUs 
of the true American apirlt. You are 
proposing to Europoanizo o".r institu- 
tions. Not content with tlie extraor- 
dinary increase in the powers and pat- 
ronage of the President of tM% United 
States, you propose to become prac- 
.tically the President of the whole West- 
ern Hemisphere. The accidental head 
of one republic, you ,woul8 make your- 
self the lie;iii i)f twenty-one. In the 
name of James Monroe, the strict con- 
atruetioBlM of the Constitution, and 
under a hypocritical pretense of duty, 
you asaume prerogatives that would 
turn Hamilton pale and that would 
make Monroe rise in hia grav^. I de- 
fy any of your eulogists, from the bril- 
liant and distinguished Whitolaw Reid 
downward, to show one line in the 
writinga of any previous President of 
any party Justifying your proposed 
auseralnty over the Western Heml- 
aphere. But if you fail to find «ny 
warrant for your policy in the Consti- 
tution of the United States or the 
practice of your predecessors, you may 
find It abundantly in the 'quarter from 
which you borrowed the policy itaalf— 
in Kurope. " [Joa. Pttlitsar In Naw 
York World,!
